of those whose signatures on the pe-

fied electors of the city of Janesvtlle. 


The law gives the 
promoters of 
the recall petitions 'ten days to amend 
them when such petitions are certi- 
fied to the council as insufficient, but 
is silent as to what course the clerk 
shall pursue if the amendments sub- 
mitted are found inadequate. It pro- 
vides that if. the petitions are found 
sufficient the clerk shall submit the 
same to the council without delay. 
The ten days for 
amendment have 


now expired and in accordance with 
the evident intent of the .law the cer- 
tification of 
the petitions 
will be 
promptly forthcoming. 


There is no 
question as to wiiat 


the nature of the - certification will 
be as other alleged defects in the 
petitions have not 
been 
remedied. 


There is no provision in the law for 
amendment after the prescribed ten 
days, so 
it is doubtful if evidence 


could be submitted as to the validity 
of the affidavits, should any of them 
be pronounced defective. 


Affidavits numbering ISO were ob- 


tained from the 249 men whose sig- 
natures, on the Cummings petitions 
were held to he not qualified voters, 
]_83 from men signing the Fathers pe- 
titions, and Ml from men who Kign-

private philanthropy acting through

MEXICAN SITUATION. 


That the Mexican situation is a 


grave one can not be denied by even 
the casual observer. That American 
interests are jeopardized is shown by 
the press dispatches and that anarchy 
is rampant in the sister republic is 
known by the violations o£ the flags 
of truce, recognized 
in all civilized 


warfare. The "Wall Street Journal in 
discussing the situation says: 


"If the government o£ President 


Madero disappears in the cauldron of 
anarchy which is brewing in Mexico, 
it will be an event of sobering signifi- 
cance for the future of Mexico and 
this country. It will reinforce the les- 
son that orderly self-government un- 
der constitutional guarantees is al- 
most impossible of attainment among 
peoples so little advanced as the 
masses of the Mexican population. 
Madero has been a thinker and a 
dreamer, and not a man of iron. 
Around him gathered, after it became 
plain that the country was tired of 
the' Diaz dictatorship, the thinking 
men and the substantial business in- 
terests of the country, determined to 
maintain a Mexico of order and civ- 
ilization, even at the sacrifice of per- 
sonal preferences. 


"How resolutely the former friends 


of Diaz have labored to create the im- 
pression that order and good govern- 
ment prevailed in Mexico, has been il- 
lustrated by the assurances of Mexi- 
can ambassadors at Washington and 
in many other ways. 
If their efforts 


have failed, it indicates—what so 
many have feared—that the only gov- 
ernment for which such countries are 
fitted is that of the mailed fist. 


"If Mexico is to be permitted, under 


the present administration 
or the 


next, to fall into uninterrupted an- 
archy, the long work of men like Diaz, 
Marisca.l. r :~nntour; Creel and Mace- 
do will b" undone and the splendid 
structure of financial order and indus- 
trial progress which they created will 
become little more than an abandoned 
ruin. To them is due the Mexico of 
modern conditions—the extension of 
the railway network, the creation of 
a banking system better than our own, 
the abolition of custom houses at 
state borders, the invitation of Amer- 
ican capital to enter the country by 
hundreds of millions for mining and 
Industrial development, and the adop- 
tion of a fixed monetary standard. 
Apparently, all these things must go 
by the board unless the danger is 
averted by one of two 'things—the rise 
in Mexico of a leader strong enough 
to maintain order and broad enough 
to do justice, or the armed interven- 
tion of the United States. The latter 
would probably require half a million 
of men, and half a billion of money, 
but could be depended upon to unite 
Mexico—against ourselves. 


"Mexico's finances were handled 


with peculiar skill during the eighteen 
years from 1893 to 1911, when Liman- 
tour was minister of finance. Old 
debts were' consolidated and paid off 
and new debts were created for the 
purpose of developing the productive 
powers of the country and putting 
Mexico in the rank of modern civ- 
ilized states. Her credit has been 
good, her bonds have sold freely on 
foreign bourses, and all through the 
panic of 1907 and the recent troubles 
the monetary standard established by 
the foresight of Limantour, with the 
approval of President Diaz, has re- 
mained unshaken. 
But all this will 


be lost if disorder becomes chronic 
and no single man rises above the 
crowd with power and prestige suffi- 
cient to continue the work which Diaz 
so ably began."

We know the u p l i f t that conies to our spirit with the hearing 


of. certain familiar hymns. 
But we do not follow this feeling in its work- 


Ing out in othari ways. 


If music of a certain kind can stir to worthy action, music of another 


kind can stir to unworthy thoughts and de^as. 


And this is especially true in its effect upon the mind of the young 


boy or girl. 
The young man or young girl who continually hums, or 


sings or thinks upon such songs as "My Wife's in the Country, Hurrah! 
Hurrah!", "Will you tell youv wife ;r. the morning who you were with 
tonight," ": ca.-. see that you n r j married and you know I'm married too," 
"I want cr.H like Pa had yesterday," "We've been married long enough," 
'"Can't a man love more than one," and so on, cannot but have his stand- 
ards of conduct affected by them. 


And."such songs- are apt to have catchy tunes, and s"o they stay with 


one, and gradually, almost unconsciously, their poison works into the mind, 
lowering ideals, leading to flippancy, and to a light, irreverent way of 
looking at the serious things of life. 


Marriage and home life and such things arc not the only subjects 


treated in this irreverent and vulgar fashion,. 
Almost every tiling of life 


is drawn ii-t.o th'j ragtime net, and befouled with its cynicism and vulgarity. 
And ths n'at'.-.r, whistles and sings and jokes about these songs. 
And 


after a while, its ideals in many of these matters are lowered to ragtime 
standards. 


Music '.2 so beautl'ii'i a tiling, its lilt and melody and swing are so 


luring anil joy-giving, surely we should not let it be used as a medium 
for the vulgar and debasing. 


Some earnest music lovers have taken the matter up. but as y-et they 


are in the minority, and their protest? are l i t t l e heeded. But if all t h i n k - 
ing mothers would teach their children to. lovo the b e a u t i f u l in music, and 
would point out the vulgarity of these songs, this would be of great help 
to those who ..re working to preserve a high n a t i o n a l taste in music. 


And the matter reaches still farther, for the one who knows h u m a n 


nature voiced a significant truth when he said, "I care not who makes thci 
laws, so 1 make the songs."
